MlflH Scobel then traced Uir history 
of the 8pnniHh InqnlKltlon so called 
bccauHC lifter 14!)7 it v:aii Independent 
of Papal Influence — from Its very 
earlicHt beBlnnlniiK. Vivid (l<!acriptlonK 
were kIvlmi of tin' nrndc of procedun 
and lb'' Iniplomi'ntH of nrrlurc. She 
wont on to «ay ihat "nulliinK In the 
whole jurisprudence of the "Holy Of- 
fice" HRvoura more of Iiyporlsy than 
the matter of nbandoninF; hertlcs to 
Ihe secular arm. A i hrlsllim — the 
InqulHition processed - tntj.si ncvi-r bi' 
Kiiilty of shertdinB the blond of his 
fellow creatures. By the leiler of the 
law, roRardlesH of the spirit, when the 
aecutied waji found guilty of heresy, 
the Inouisltor wa« very careful that 
the sentence pa^lSlMl cuntained no slii- 
Kle »ord that could render hlni re- 
sponsible for the delinquent's death. 

All those accused of hcrsy wore n 
"sanbonllo" or "saco bendlto" and u 
iflll mltrc of cardboard covered with 
yellow sackcloth. The repentant here- 
tic had on the front and back of thcKe 
a full St. Andrew's Cro.ss. The re- 
lapsed heretic, who repcn^ted had, In 
addition, his Hanbcnito and mltrc 
flocked wMlh tonsucfi of flames which 
pointed diïwDward to .sltiiilfy that be 
waa not to die by fire. The inpcnltent 
had these Hiitne rtevlrr-s. but in his case 
the tnuRUes of fire pointed upwards to 
show that he w.aa to die by them, and 
his sanbcnito was further daubed with 
crude paintiniTR of devils — to adver- 
tise the evil si)lrlt rulliiK over his soul. 
Tlie .sanbeiillo.s of the burnt were pre- 
■loi ved in the churches of the parlsh'^a 
where they had died. They were hum; 
as banners won In battle — trophies of 
victory over heresy. 

Miss Scobel spoke of the siern and 
intolerant character of the Grand In- 
(lulsitor for Spain, Torqucinada. and 
Kave splendid descriptions of the 
"autos de Ke". "In 1AV3 Torquemada 
(lltfd. Hut his work survived lilm and 
Ills .Mplrlt r oni liiui'd for ihvoit centuries 
to be (he Kiildlni; spirit of the In- 
i|iii.sitlon" said Miss .Scobel In con- 
cluding hur address.

Professors Offer Comment 
on Subjects Discussed at 
Meeting 

The second monthly meeting ot thr. 
Osier Society was hold recently. 
Among the honorary members present 
xvere: Professor Whitnall, Professor 
Oertel, and a.» a guest Sir Andrew 
MacPhnll. Two papers were present- 
ed, one "The Life and Times of Sir 
Thomas Browne" read by Warde 
Allen, the second ".Medlcaii Ccnius..ind 
Contemporary ■ Criticism," presented 
by W. Harrison. 

In tracing the life of sir ThoniM 
Browne, the first speaker mentioned 
Browne's connection with Oxford 
from which ^e seempil to have de- 
rlve<l little benefit. He briefly rc 
viewed h's travels on the continent 
where he studied at Montpellcr a 
Padua; and briefly at Leydcn wheio 
tho new le.irnins m chemistry was 
makin;.' Itself felt. After returning to 
Entrland, Browne practised near Hali- 
fax. It was here, at Shipton House, 
that rellg'o medlcl is said to have been 
written. He Inter moved to Norwich 
where he remained for the rest of his 
life. 

Tiiere he marpled. In spite ot his 
sentiments of the female sex exprès 
sed 111 his book. The self effacement 
of the .M.'iyor of .Vorwich, who re 
(iuesled that the honor be conferred 
on Browne Instead of himself, gave 
him his knighthood at. the bands oC 
Charles TI. 

The speaker next discussed the r»- 
llglo medlcl and estimated Its Influ 
ence on the medical profession. He 
stated that Browne's charm was due 

to his being at least outwardly, always 
'inilable and serene. His prolonged 
travels prevented to a large extont In 
sular narrowiicas and gave him a fol- 
enint altitude and bro,id sympathy 
extremoly In bis day. 

Comments on tihe address w;>rî 
given by Professor Whitnall. Sir An- 
drew MacPhnll and Professor Ocrt»l. 
who all expressed their apprecl.atlon. 

Browne'.M claim to Immortality was 
said by Professor Oertel to bo due to 
his position as representative of the

There is for cxnmplo 
great cons<rftHl hntwccii the climatoa 
o£ different countries; and yet while 
the climate of one country has disa 
grceablo features nt certain seasons of 
the year, which that of another coun 
try m.iy not posacss, it has other nd 
vantages which largely compensate 
for what it lacks in some directions. 

Or If wo take our seasons eoine of 
them have charms which the others 
do not possess, but neverless the 
more rugged and severe seiisoiiB are 
not without their special ndvantagcB, 
and all the seasons combined make a 
more complete year, and a life of 
richer variety, than omt grand un- 
changing season howevor beautiful. 

■So when \va enter the «phere of 
human life, the law of compensation 
Is still, applicable. Human suffer- 
ing even has Its compensation in the 
fart that a beautiful character Is of- 
ten the direct result ot suffering. 

It we think of the material cir- 
cumstance of men wealth is not an 
unmixed blessing. Those who covet 
rlchfs do not always considt-r "'e 
rare and responsibility which accom* 
tiany It Old itge too iront 
wo all shrink has its compensations 
'he body is not so strong nor so vig- 
orous, but the mind is more mature. 
As there is beauty In the autumn or 
In the sunset, even so l« there beauty 
In olil ane. 

Anil HO we might go through every 
stn^e of human existence and through 
every variety of experience, and we 
would find running the same great law 
of compensation.

THK first of the Heelhovon Cen- 
len:iry Commemoration concerts 
wan (.'iven yi.-sterd^iy afternoon in 
Moysr Hall at 5.1,0 o'clock under the 
auspices of the McCiill Conservatorlum 
of Music, As an educational Institu- 
tion McOlll took the lead In giving to 
the public of Montreal the f^st de- 
finite performance of the music ot 
Heethoven with the purpose of recall- 
ing the work ot the composer .'ind de- 
monstrating In an almost educational 
way the method and indelible work- 
manship of a musician whose rugged 
figure and pu^vorful craftsmanship 
have di.utinguiHliod hlni since hia death, 
and dislingulshed lilm during hia lite. 

'I'here was almost an air of senti- 
mentality hanging over tho largo au- 
dience which filled Moyse Hall for the 
concert. A bust of Beethoveu stood 
out prominently near the stand of 
Dr. II. C Perrin, head of the CoiiKcr- 
valorium, who conducted the orchestra. 
There was a realization thul two im- 
portant w'orks of ti distinct individual 
who had left his Impress on tho music 
and tho,ught of thu world were to be 
performed, and In more than one In- 
Htance the story of this individual, who 
had struggled and who had achieved 
such perfect expression in the subtlest 
of the arts was recalled. To many 
there came back the famous Incident 
two years before Beethoven's death, 
when the f.'horul Symphony was jier- 
lormvd and the deaf genius had to be 
turned around to see a frantic audi- 
ence wildly .applauding. It was a 
ii'iiglc note for to that same audience 
wati brought the sudden realization 
that the exqiiitiite mualc wliich they 
iiad iiaiened to woulil never be heard 
by the man wlio wrote It. 

Jiul such Hentimentulity as ctflsted 
was swept uway by thu vigorous at- 
tack of the orchestra. ComposeJ of 
students of Iho Conscrvatorlum and 
uugmi-nted Ijy several purfoiniers o'Jt-

crea.scd. a powerful stinmlou.s was 
given to Colonial Industry- Since 1802 
the three colonics, Demcrar, Ussequlbo 
and Dcrbico, having been cupliirod by 
lilngland, have remained Dritlsh pos- 
sessions iiiiltod to form a crown colony 
under a bloutonant -Governor and a 
Court of Policy. 

The troaliiK'iil of the slaves under 
both the Kngllsh ami Dutch rule was 
Icrrlblo and In 1S23 one of the most 
serious slave InsurrcclIoiiH took place. 

After the :iholltInn of .slavery the 
planters were driven to import labor 
from afar and thus the foumlallon for 
I lu- si licme of lOast Indian Immigra- 
tion wiuM laid. As a result of the ex- 
lierlmenlK made In order to see which 
type of pcoiilc would be most suitable 
for the government to Import, a great 
variety of r.'U'os were Introiluced into 
the colony with a corresponding vari- 
ety of religions. ..Notwithstanding this, 
.Miss 1ÎOSS pointed out,' all .seem to re- 
tain their respective identities and 
mixed marriages arc uncmnmon. 

The Negroes form the largest part 
of the population of British Guiaiui 
l.oday. and most of the manual labor is 
done' by them. The white population 
is companitively sniall, being com- 
posed largely of professloiml men, mer- 
chants and sugar planters. Miss Uoss 
spoke most feelingly of the great 
source of annoyance to the white in- 
habitants from the numerous insect 
tribe. 

"When the unknown continent, 
South America, Is more fully explored,

MEDICINE OF OLDER 
DAYS IS DISCUSSED 



(Continued from iiagu one.) 
cnnfllcl which was going on in tlio 
minds of the mon of his day belweon 
the new ocicntlflc learning and Iho old 
traditional hollefR. 

Tho second paper, on "Medlciil 
flonnis and ( "oiitnnporary Crlllolrtin" 
was given by W. Harrison. Tho 
speaker stated that llho history of 
medicine whs tho biography of Ita 
groat men. Tho reason for Ihe latter 
approrliitlon of mon nc );i<niiis of tlio 
part of Iboir ctnileinpoi-nrios wvo 
(nitlinod. Tlio fiiniiilii stood apart and 
thought abovo hin fellow and In many 
cases their falluiv to recognise hi" 
greatness ri'snlti?d in the decision re- 
garding his true worlih being left to 
llmo and posterity. 

The prejudices dilo to the oondltloiiH 
of the time, Iho rig d adhcroncn' to 
old atllhurlty. llio national inertia. oC 
the human mlinl. Jealousy, i-nvy — for 
the falliiio of llio nn-n of Ilia llnin to 
approi:iHte the genius. Very often his 
expliiimtlun of phcnoniona was so 
.simple as ' to be thought on insult to 
the Intclllgenco of thinking men and 
women or cl.se it was so compllcal.od 
as to be incompréhensible. 

Pooplo preferred, lo explain nintler^i 
In their own way and resented Iho li'- 
troductlon of a now nxplanalloii of old 
fact. In geiu'ral llius.- tilings winch 
wori; of lmincd:a(o practical valu» to 
tho human race woro rather hotter ro- 
coived than some ullicrs whose value 
wiis not ImmedlAloly apparent; llil.« 
was not always the case however. 

Iltustriiling Ills points by a review 
of the ri'ocplion of a mimln-r of ineiTof 
genius ill niedicU history, the speaker 
first mont'onod Vesaliiis. This grout 
man was the first to break with the 
authorities (if c»alon ami aloinlcil 
matlors ui Ins'st on thi! necosslty of 
practical abservation for the dis 
ci very of the facts. His revolt against 
authority raised such a storm that he 
was compelled lo leave the country. 

At the iline of h's death he was in 
II. condition of extreme poverty. Hags 
was rather better .received, his con 
Iribtitlon being more of a practical 
nature. In fact ho was the onl.v Pro- 
testant spared in the St. Hartholo- 
inew^s IDve. The French K.ng sum- 
moned him to his priv.ite chamber and 
insisted that ho stay there. 

Hiirvoy, though not actively de 
nounced to tho same extent as Vesa 
lius waa Indifferently received. Tho 
true significance of his discovery of 
the circulation of the blood never 
tiawned on the medical profession of 
his day. Only the younger men ac- 
cepted it at all. 

' Professor Ocrtel conmieiited on this 
paper and stated that it was not only 
in medicine that genuis was neglected. 
Ho sighted the instance of Beethoven 
whose works were considered medio- 
cre by Ills contemporaries and of AVag- 
ner wlio was actively hated in the tier- 
many. of his da.v. Sir Andrew .Mao- 
Pliall next, commented on the paper 
and .stated his opinltni that Loinem- 
poi-ary critlci.sni was in the end ii 
valualilf thing: preventing iiiueh non- 
sense from survival, and that Ihe rea- 
son foi- the criticism of many of those 
things was their lack of completeness 
He eiijiressed bis ai)preciallon of the 
scholarly pajifi'. I'rol'.'ssoi' Wliitiiall 
also expressed his appreciation. lAp- 
pnrently there were no refreshmonts)
